Greek-Turkish aid program wns undertaken

It is a gloriflcatlon of American pollcy to 
call lt ono of saving tho worîd for frccdom. * 
What it means is that wo vlow any advanco . 
by communlem as a threat to tho United 
States. Thcre havo bcen a few exceptions. 
We dcplorcd tho répression of the Uungarlan 
rébellion, but we dld nothlng about lt, and' 
wo dcplorcd tho Chlncso takeover of Tibet 1 
and its sclzuro of tcrrltory from India,- but 
dld nothlng about thoeo advancea, clther, 
malnly bccauso wo dld not thlnk that from ’ 

. the géographie standpolnt thoy posed a' 
threat to tho securlty of tho United States. 

But wlth thoso few exceptions, thero ls 
littlo real estato ln tho World whoro wo vlcw 
■ Communist control os anything but a threat 
to ourselves. 

In essence, our pollcy throughout tho . 
World ls also one of nationalisai. In lts '* 
namo wo havo spent $100 billion ln forelgn • 
1 aid; wo alone, of ail tho nations of tho 
World, mulntain tons of thousands of troops . 
abroad in much tho samo foshlon that Brlt- 
ish troops were atntloncd ail over the world 
ln tho heyday of Empire. And but for tho 
few remainlng Britlah bases at Aden, Slnra- 
■ P° r , 0 ' and Gibralter, only the United States 
maintalns soa, air, and naval bases outside 
; lts own tcrrltory. 

- Thcso are tho trapplngs of our own na- V 
tlonallsm. To thera, wo havo for 20 ycnrs 
subordlnatcd and belittled ail other natlon- 
miema. Wq havo regarded them as a nul- ■ 

• sancc, representing only tho wlllful fanclcs ’ 

notions that can alford to lndulgo ln them 
only bccauso of tho protection of tho Amert- 
can mllltary umbrclla. ; 

PRODLEMS POSED BY NATIONAUSM IN ASIA 'j 

In tho laet 6 ycars, our American l'orclgn' ; 
pollcy objectives havo bcen the most serlously ' 
thwarted by natlonallsm ln Asia. Twcnty - 
. ycars ago, Jnpan lay defeated; but not before 
sho had defeated pcrmanontly tho exploita- - • 
tion and domination of Asla by Western Pow- 
crs. Thcre was littlo wclcomo given to tho 
Japancso conqucrors by lndigonous pcoplc, 
oxeept ln thoso colonies llko tho Dutch East ' 
Indtes whoro impcriallsm had shown lts worst, • 
-faco. Sukamo was a collaborator wlth the 
Japanese in tho lntcrcst of oustlnc tho 
Dutch: ’ : “ 

• But whothor they wero met by collabora- - 
tors or by natlvo .rcsiotanco, tho Japanese 
throw out tho Britlsh, tho French, tho Dutch, '■ 
and ovon tho Amcricans from tho Philippines/ ’ 
They proved it could bo dono, and having 

, proved lt, whito domination was never ro- 
cstabhshcd. Tho Frcnch trlod to r conter 
fbdochlna, but aftor 0 costly ycara, gavo up 
tho strugglo. Elsewhcro, tho transition to 
lndopendcnce was accompllshcd with Ions ' 
violence. 

Thls, tco, left a hugo vacuum that posed 
new problème for tho United States. The -I 
wlthdrawal of both Japan and tho West left " 
many now nations whlch totally lackcd their 
own économie and polltlcal. systoms. We 
promptly orgnnlzed moro üefenso p'ncts with •- 
tho thought of provldlng thoso nations with

Today, they dominato 
oventa in Asla, Moslcm versus Hlndu ln 
tho subcontlncnt; Clilncso vers us Malayan 
ln Malaysia; Vlctnamcso versus Chincso in 
. Indocblna. And today thero is, I submlt, 
only ono ovcrrldlng outsido issue on whlch 
. theso pcople agreo, and tbat is that they 
nevor agaln aro going to bo domlnatcd by 
' white pcople, ba they American or western 
Europoan. 

Theso aspects of natlonallsm'ln Asla are 
factors tho United States will ignore at its 
great péril. For 11 ycars, wo have trlcd to 
. - mnlntaln a govemment of our choosing in 
South Vietnam. As it woakencd almost ln 
inverse proportion to tho money and mili- 
tary equipment we poured into lt, the sup- 
port for our policy among other nations in 
the area also dcclincd. 

. , The real powers in Asla are: China, wlth 
over 700 million pcople; the Soviet Union, 
■whlch most of ua have îorgotten occupics a 
1 hugo portion of the Aslan continent; India, 
■wlth its more than 480 million; Pakistan 
■wlth 100 million; Indonesla, wlth 100 million 
and the most extensive natural «sources of 
Southern Asla; and Japan, wlth 100 million 

- pcople and the greatest industrial capacity 
of Asia, 

Not ono of theso countrics has jolned us 
«.in tho Sghting ln Vietnam; of them, only the 
Japancse Government gives us any verbal 
support, and that in dcilance of the great 
prépondérance of her public opinion. 

Aro we flghting ln Vietnam to snve Asla 
from Communiât China, or from commu- . 
nlsm of any klnd? If so, thon why are not 

• ■ theso major nations of tho région helplng 

us? Why docs our only support corne from 
. the few small countrics of Thailand, South 
Korea, Taiwan, and the Philippines, at least 
•• two of them totnlly dépendent upon tho 

• American defense establishment for thclr 
contlnucd existence? 

Eveil of tlic small nations of Asia, whero 
are the famoU3 dominocs whlch wero sup- 
poscd to fall only if tho United States failed 
to keep a vague commitmcnt to President 
Dlcm of South Vietnam? 

Of thoso domlnoes, Burma opted out of the 
American schcmc of thlngs in 1058 when 
. CI/^jictlvitics in her country bccamc onerous. 
■*Two ycars ago, even as we wero beginning to 

• proclaim our incrcascd military commitmcnt 
to South Vietnam, Cambodia told us to tako 
our various économie aid and military pro- 
grnms and get out. Indonesla draws stcadlly 
doser to China as an ally in ousting the last 
white pcople from Asia. 

• And after ail tho pronouncements from 
tho Secrctary of State, from tho Sccretary oî 

• Defense, from the Whlto Housc staff, from 
President Johnson himself, after an un- ■ 
equallod public relations campalgn to scll 
to tho American pcople and to the Commu- 
niste in Asla that Amcrlcans would nover, 

- - never, never leave South Vietnam and thô 

rest of Asia to its fato, tho mayor of Singa- 
^ . pore led hls country put of the Malaysian 
Fédération and undortook to insult the 
. r United States. 

. ■ _ Mayor Lee of Singaporo is now a head of 
’etate. Llko ail other political leaders in 
Asia hc knows the koy to leadership there is 
. ’ to oppose not Just the colonialiam that dlcd 
a dccado ago, but what looks to. many Asians 
. llko a now American effort to 'dominato the 
affairs of Asla for our own national purposes. 

• Antl-Americanlsm is becoming the one thing 
on which a politician ih Asia can rally 

1 support. . 

So Mayor Lco roached back 5 years to re- 
veal and publicize one of tho uglior efforts of 
', tho Contrai Intelligence Agency to subvert 
. hls country. And although he is wilîing to 
allow Britaln to continue operating its bases 
thero on hls terms, he makes 'it olear that 
Amorlcans will nevor be allowed to take ovpr 
thoso bases. ^ : . 


fully constructcd by tho Britlsh to Join to- 
gctlicr a group of former colonies so balanccd 
ethnlcally as to prevent the domination 
of the Fédération by any ono of them. 
Brltish économie intereste contlnucd to dom- 
inato tho Fédération, and its military estab- 
lishment "cast of Suez" is foundcd on it. 

But tho Brltish, too, failed to considcr the 
depth of local rivalries, which finally led tho 
Moslcm Malays to force out tho Chinese City 
of Singaporc. Now, the future of Britaln 
"cast of Suez” is in total jeopardy and so, of 
course, is the American position in Vietnam. 

You will not hear any of this dcscrlbed, 
much less admitted ln official Washington.- 
The Washington policymakers wlio pre- 
scrlbcd our military commitmcnt In Vietnam 
as the way to save ail of Asia, do not even 
comment on the failuro of the great Asian 
powers to support us, on the rcjcctlon of 
American ald and U.S. bases by Burma and 
Cambodia, on tho violent antl-Amcrlcanism 
of Indonesla, on tho breakup of the Malny- 
sian Fédération, nor on the war between 
India and Pakistan. 

/ Here, in this latest affront to American' 
intorcBts ln Asla, is another opportunlty for 
Amcricans to undorstand that we cannot ar- 
range the affaira of Asia. Tho centuries of 
anlmosity between Moslems and Hlndus re- 
sultcd in tho slaughter of tons of thousands. 
- of peoplo at the tlme India gained its indo- 
•pendcncc and had to be divided into India 
-and Pakistan. Even after these communal 
slaughters and after tho exchange of popula- 
tion that saw millions of peoplo leavo thclr 
homes, tho hatred oontlnuca almost un- 
abated. Communal riots kllled hundreds 
more in India only a year ago. To both sides, 
Kashmir is a sentimental Symbol of thclr 
rivalry. It is rcally not indigenous to elther 
India or Pakistan; but it lacks sufficlent 
population to govern itself. 

■ So, for 18 ycars it has stood as tho symbol 
of centuries of hatred. Govcrnmcnts 'ln 
both countries have a sure-flro issue behind 
which they can unité thclr people, no matter 
how unpopular that government may be for 
domestio reasons. And the military equip- 
ment, amounting to somo $1 y 3 billion in the 
case of Pakistan and $200 million in the case 
of India, ald we furnished on assurances it 
would be used against Communiât coun- 
trics, made the war possible. We thought’ 
our antl-Communist interest in Asia so over- 
riding that it must be overrlding. too, with 
Indlan and Pakistan. But lt was not, even 
after India suffered a severc and humiliating 
‘ defeat at the hands of China. 

In tho case of Pakistan, we knew for 10 
years that tho tanks and mobile equipment 
with which wo were furnishlng hcr army 
could not bo used ln tho mountalnous areas 
which séparâtes her from both China and 
tho Soviet Union. It could only bo used 
ln the plains and open country which sépa- 
râtes her from India. Pakistan was never 
deccptlve about this; her officiais often 
polntcd out that hcr army was not cquipped, 
designed, or intended for mountain war- 
îare. 

But we made ourselvcs beliove what wo 
■wanted to bolleve. We did not want to be- • 


communism invorlably makes its greatest 
gains in periods of war. China has greatly 
strengtheiicd its tics with Pakistan,' and it 
has scen the peace and stablllty of ail of non- 
Communlst Asla gravcly woakencd. India 
x and Pakistan have never been interested in 
' our problcm ln South Vietnam bccause they 
feared each other more than they feared com- 
munism. 

FUTURE OF U, 8. FOUICY IN ASIA 

In ray opinion, our présent policy in Asia 
can lead only Into a vortex of failure and de- 
feat for the United States. Ite purpose ls to 
do wlth China what wo dld with Russie — to 
surround hcr with a stcel ring of military de-' 
fenso and political opposition that will pre- 
vent hcr expansion, In the hopo and expecta- 
tion that somo day, as dld Russie, sho wllV 
understand that hcr own économie growth ls 
more important to hcr pcople than war and 
sho, too, will corne to livc by the doctrine of 
coexistence. 

The great clement lncklng ln Asia that was 
présent ln Europe is an ovcrrldlng îenr of 
communism, Political frecdom and matcrlal 
' wcalth for the masses are almost unknown in 
Asia. Most of the new countries have no 
middle class, for whlch communism is tho 
deadllcst of ail enemics, and against which 
tho mlddlc class will rally. Sccondly, thclr 
rellgious and ethnie animosltles are compar- 
able to the rcligious wars of the Middle Ages 
that lovclcd vast areas of Europe and 
thwarted hcr progress for centuries. Com- 
munism is a rolatlvoly new threat to their 
rcligious traditions, and ono they do not yot 
fcar in the way they fonr oach other. 

• And, third, tho new nations of Asla share 
an almost universal distrust of whlto inter- 
vention ln their affairs. The United States 
- has deep-seated problème between our white 
and colored people; but tho ldca of a foveign 
nation trying to impose its ldca of a settlc- 
mont upon us would be fought and resisted 
by ail. 

So we confront in Asia a situation whero 
the overrlding Xear is dlrectcd more toward 
whlto Intervention than toward communism. 
Communiste are local people, native to each 
country. But Amerlcans are forelgners, and 
even the indlviduals in a country llko South 
Vietnam who are subsidized by tho United 
States, becomo the target for local national- 
iste, bo they Communiste or not. 

In South Vietnam, tho more consplcuous 
our aid to Dlem and his cohorte, the moro 
local opposition aroee to his rule. Today, 
•South Vietnam bas no government at ail 
worthy of tho name. What area romains out 
of Vietcong hands is occupicd by tho United 
States, elther directly or by local army forces 
under tho direction of American military 
oflîcers. 

With our ürepower from alrcraft carriers 
and from the Strategie Air Command, and 
..wlth tho tautldup of our ground forces to 
125,000, wo can undoubtcdly malntain our- 
' selves in South Vietnam and porhaps even 
drive the Vietcong out of much of the coun- 
try. 

The net rcsult will be another American 
.enclave, llke Korea, on tho Aslan -continent,

It is said that the opponents of our Viet- 
nam war have few alternatives on how to get 
tho United States out wlthout leaving tho 
nation to the Communiste; the advocatcs 
oî the war havo no proposai along theso 
lines at ail.

cnce. 

Tlio moro dépendent thèse govcrnmonts arc 
upon us, the more vulnérable they bccomo to 
local opposition, and if they are truly Im- 
portant to us, wc arc compellcd to lntcrvcno 
with our mllitary power to salvage tho geog- 
raphy they occupy. Thls 1s a vlclous circlo 
tho Chlneso hâve avoldcd. Otlier than border 
wars, they hâve not sent a solüler outsido 
their country; they glve littlo économie or 
mllitary ald support to any government. 
They rely upon propaganüa, and they can do 
lt becauso they arc sounding an Immonsely 
popular and effective note whlch can be 
picked up and used by only a few local agi- 
tators to great ndvantago. In ail respects, lt 
ls China that ls the paper tlger ln Asla, She 
talks big but docs nothing, even to help the 
Vletcong. Yet her power and influente ln 
Asia aro growing slmply bccauso ehe has the 
advantago of being a large chunk of Asia, 
of bolng kln to millions of Chlnese scattercd 
throughout noighborlng countrlcs, and of be- 
ing opposcd by Amerlcans who nppear to bo 
uslng Asians to do our work for us. 

We are trylng to counter Chlnese expan- 
sion and lnflucnco with tho wrong wcapons. 

We did not try to "contaln” Russla until 
she hnd already occupled and established a 
ring of Communist-controlled nations 
around hcr bord ors. They are bccoming 
buffer8, ns they break freo somewhat from 
total Soviet control. China, too, wlll soeit 
to establlsh tho same buffers on her borders, 
and I question that it is possible for thls 
country to prevent that from happening ln- 
sofar as raainland Asia is concerned. 

Second, during ail our “contalnment” 
perlod wo malntalncd diplomatie relations 
with tho Soviet Union. It was IG years after 
the BolGheviks took over before wo rccognized 


Rus6ia, but once we did, wo maintalned rela 
tions with her throughout the worst of the 
cold war days. Wo found it désirable to hâve 
our own contacts with hcr and not hâve to 
rely upon thlrd parties to transmit' Informa- 
tion and messages. 

It is also 19 years since the Communlsts 
took over China, but we havo not yet rcachcd 
the stage of récognition, Tho French, Brlt- 
• lsh, and tho Canadiens romain tho chief 
source of information about China for the 
’ ■ American pcople, and althougli the State De- 
partment insista that lt has many direct con- 
. tacts with Chlnese diplomate through thlrd 
countrles, lt is deathly nfrald of récognition 
bccauso it ls afrald of public reaction hcre at 
i home. 

Yet lt ls a problcm wo are going to hâve 
to face up to, If we hopo to restraln tho ox- 
' panslon of China wlthout war, for thero ls 
an American Interest to be served by diroct 
aasessmont and judgment of Chlnese intor- 
ests and intensions. Nevcr were our diplo- 
matie relations with the Soviot Union more 
important, for example, thnn during the 
, Cuban missile criais. 

Probably the lack of modem China ex- 
perts in the State Department, too, is a reason 
why récognition is not lu tho offlng, for after 
16 years, the "old China hands” aro those 
who were tliore ln the days of Chlang Kal- 
ehek. 

Tho ono place where we could begln faclng 
up to thls issue ls. where it is going to be 
. • foreed on us, any way— at the United Nations. 
I said ln I960, when I was a delcgate, that 
as the nations voting to acat China grew, it 
would bccomo désirable for tho U.N. to 
- undortako eorao nogotlatlons with hcr to 
work out tho futuro of Taiwan and to mako 


It is truo that thero is a school of thought 
in tho State and Defonso Dopartmcnte urglng 
tho destruction by American bombing of 
Chlnese nuclcar Installations beforo any klnd 
of politlcftl talks aro hcld. But hcre agaln, 
such an act would, ln my opinion, greatly 
onhance pro-Chlneso sentiment in tho conti- 
nent. 

Thlrd, wo must Icarn to deal with pro- 
Communlst, and even Communiât govern- 
ments ln Asia wlthout scclng them ail os 
tools of China per se. Tho new countrlcs 
of Asia wlll spawn many leaders — somc 
démocratie, sortie Communlsts, and a great 
many mero opportuniste, iike Sukarno. But 
wo must mako note of what is the oppor- 
tuniste line, and we surely know by now 
that antl-Amerlcanlsm La ono of tho best. 
That should tell us a lot, whether or not we 
enjoy deallng with auçh leaders. 

We do not havo to support everyone with 
U.S. dollars; we do not havo to hâve mill- 
tary alliances with everyone; wc do not havo 
to divide the world into onemles or allies. 
Many of theso nations of Asia wlll nevcr bo 
ailles or enemies of the United States. They 
wlll slmply bo trying to make their way 
through the torrlble growing pains of éco- 
nomie development and absorption of hostllo 
minorities. Démocratie orientation wlll tako 
a very long timo, if it cornes at ail. But we 
can be satlsfled with a General Ne Win in 
Burma who is sociallst and anti-American. 
We can be satisfled with Prince Slhanouk, 
who la soclnlist, pro-Chinose, and anti-Amer- 
ican. We bccomo angry with thoso pcople, 
îiko Mayor Lee and Sukarno, who took largo 
sums of American money and thon, as we sco 
lt, turned on us. But I suggest they ac- 
ccpted our money for their reasons, not ours, 
and if wo think they fell off tho American 
bandwagon it was our shortslghtcdness to 


evor assume they were on it. 

Tho only real restreint on China is going 
to bo other etrong States in Asia. Ono of 
them ls Japan, and she already has a poton- 
tial for leadership in Asia that could case 
much of the burden on tho United States. 
Wo probably would not like her leadorship, 
becauso it already takes the form of lncreas- 
ing trade with China, and a growing disposi- 
tion to achlevo doser ties to China. Japan 
has tread softly ln Asia bccauso of the legacy 
of occupation days; but thoso memorles are 
not altogother bad in many countrlcs of the 
Far East and they are dissipating under the 
îight of Japan's remarkable économie 
achèvements. 

India and Pakistan could serve as the 
continental countcrbalance to China, but 
they wlll not If elther is too dépendent upon 
American financlal or mllitary support. 
Cortalnly we must malntaln a “hands off'’ 
pollcy toward their current dispute, and 
join other nations. in seoklng to médiate tho 
dlsputo dlrcctly or handlo lt through tho 
United Nations. 

Above ail, wo must got over tho ldea that 
America has somo vital mission on the main- 
lent! of Asia. Wo must get over the concept 
that our "honor” ls at stako ln Vietnam, 
when we ail know lt is not our honor but a 
pieco of geography that is at stako, and 
whlc'h our mllitary pcople think would cause 
our string of offshore bases to bo outflanked 
if it fell into Communlst hands. It is already 
outflanked, and has bocomo a hlghly vul- 
nérable American outpost rather than any 
guardlan of freedom. Our honor as n nation 
that observes ite treotics and that abldos by 
lts own prcachmonts about pcocoful sottlo- 
ment of disputes is despoilcd by our presont

fluence among her nelghbors wlll grow Just 
as surely as did our lnfluonco in tho Western 
Hcmlsphero when wo bccamo lte blggest and 
wcalthlest nation. 

Ail tho bombing of her nuclcar Installa- 
tions that wo could undertako wlll not re- 
verse thls process, and therc is no land army 
that we can put ln Asia that could over- 
como Chlneso manpower of moro than 700 
million pcople. Moreover, her rlso to thls 
position is one source of her lnfluonco with 
. other emcrglng nations, if ehe can do it, 
despito the lack of récognition for years by 
Western nations, and dcsplto tho mllitary 
power tho United States has devoted to curb- 
'ing her Influence in noighborlng countrlcs, 
new nations are encouragcd by her exemple 
moro than by ours. 

Thero ls going to hâve to be a basic re- 
thlnking ln thls country about Asia in gen- . 
erel and China ln partlcular. Tho Paciflc 
can bo an American lake only at the cost of 
oternal war. We are trylng to hang on-to 
the total control of the Pacific We galncd ln 
World War II, but lt la inévitable that tho 
nations on lts western slroro should regain 
control of lts western shore. We hâve no 
gencralizod économie relations, or polltlcal 
relations, that tako thls Into account. Wo 
havo ald programa to those we regard os .■ 
neccssary to our mllitary control, and wo 
havo mllitary alliances with them. The 
others are treated and regarded as enemies. 

In short, American nationaiism vis-à-vis 
China has littlo to hopo for by way of sup- 
port in Asia. In my opinion, our best long- 
range hopo In Asia is one that maintnlns 
correct relations with lts member nations 
gencrally, without feellng that wo must ’ 
elther glvo them ald or regard them as ene- 
mies. And it would rely far moro than we 
rely today upon tho original purposcs and 
mechanlsms of the United Nations. Wo pro- 
clalm our desire to se o China and North 
Vietnam brought within the rulo of Inw; but - 
wo act outsido tho rulc of law in trylng to 
force them to ceaso tholr lawbrcaklng. Wo , ! 
hâve not so much as trlcd to uso United ' 
Nations procedures ln our war ln Vietnam, 
even as we join in appcals for urgent United 
Nations action to stop the war ln India. 

The situation in Vietnam is no moro bc- 
yond the powers of persuasions of tho U.N. 
than tho war in India, but wo havo not trlcd 
using it yet. It could bo that the proposcd 
Southeast Asia Dovelopment Bank could lend 
to some progress in ahowing us how to make 
économie bridges among the nations of Asia 
and eventually îead to polltlcal bridges. It 
is in this direction that penceful restreint 
upon communiant in Asia lcads, not the di- 
rection of unilatéral American mllitary 
power. • , 
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
